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Rhythm Of |

HE Sun is the central dynamo 
; of the solar system, but the tre- 

mendous energy which is gene 
ated in its incandescent flames does not 
reach the Earth in a steady and unremit- 
ting stream. This is due partly to the 
thythmic pattern of the Sun’s own radia- 
tion, which is connected with the Sun- 
spot cycle, but more particularly to the 
constantly changing relationship of the 
Earth to the Sun. 

As our terrestrial globe spins through 
the voids of space, it is now nearer, now 
farther, from the solar center of radia- 
tion. The Earth’s inclination upon its axis 
likewise alters during the course of the 
year, so that the Sun’s rays are received 
"perpendicularly i in the Summer and at a 
slanting angle in the Winter i in the North- 
ern Hemisphere. 

This varying pattern of receptivity of 
the Earth to the solar rays results in the 
phenomena of the seasons. From the time 
of the Winter Solstice on December 22nd, 
the amount of radiation received on the 
Earth gradually increases in intensity. By 
the Vernal Equinox (March 21st), the 
days and nights have become equal in 
length, and from that time until the Sum- 
mer Solstice.(June‘22nd), a rapid increase 
of solar energy can be felt. 

From June 22nd until the Autumnal 
Equinox (September 23rd), there is a 
slight falling off of radiation, though this 
is counter-balanced by the heat stored in 
the atmosphere and the rocks of the Earth. 
A sharper decrease is then experienced 
from the Autumnal Equinox until the fol- 
-lowing Winter Solstice, which is the low 
point of the entire year. 

All life on the Earth responds to this 
“Seasonal rhythm, The farmer and the gar- 

T realize this most intimately, 


Nea for Winter, 1948 
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for no one who has had exper iencèsw ith 
plant life would dream of planting seeds 
in the heat of Summer or expect to reap. 
a crop in the dead of Winter. 

The seasonal cycles go far beyond being 
merely of agricultural importance, how- 
ever. In business and industry, in politics, 
in fashions, and in the affairs of individ- 
uals, there is also a cyclic rhythm depen- 
dent upon variations in the amount of 
solar energy which can be effectively util- 
ized upon the Earth, 

Because the psychological response to 
the solar rhythm is complicated by chang- 
ing planetary aspects, we are not as di- 
rectly aware of seasonal effects upon hu- 
man affairs as we are of their effects on 
growing plants. Nevertheless, these ef- 
fects can easily be observed by anyone 
who takes the trouble to do so. 

The solar wave pattern as it affects 
national and individual destiny is the - 
background to all the „lesser rhythms 
caused by planetary factors. This back- 


“ ground is universal—affecting everyone on . 


the Earth, regardless of particular birth 
signs or natal planetary positions. In the 
accompanying chart, the solar wave pat- 
tern is outlined for the next twelve 
months. It does not vary greatly from one 
year to the next. Hence this chart may 
be used for any succeeding year, with a 
very slight margin of error. 

In order for you to understand the chart 
and apply it in a practical manner to your 
own life, a few words of explanation are 
necessary. 

The main subdivisions of the solar year — 
are of course the four asons: Winter, 
Spring, Summer, and Autumn, Each of 
these may be compared to a “tide” in the 
ceaseless ebb and flow of the Sun’s radia- 
tion. = 
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Within each of the four seasonal pe- 
riods, there is a lesser cycle, corresponding 
to the three zodiacal signs through which 
the Sun passes in each quarter of the year. 
The signs are then subdivided into decans 
of approximatall ten days-éach, and the 
decans are further subdivided into four 


periods of two and one-half days each. . 


Reference to the table will make this 
system clear. 

While the Winter Tide (December 

23rd to March 21st) is a .period of 
latency and quietude, the whole of the 
Spring tide (March 21st to June 22nd) 
represents an interval of “commencement” 
—a time for both the literal. and figura- 
tive planting of seeds. Similarly, the Sum- 
mer and Autumn tides (June 22nd to Sep- 
tember 23rd, and September 24th to De- 
cember 22nd) represent the times of 
growth and harvest. 

Within each of the four seasonal tides, 
the pattern is repeated in a three-fold fre- 
quency. The first month in each season 
is a period of commencement. The second 
month in each season is atime of fulfill- 
ment. The final month in each season 
is a period of summing up, before the 
commencement of the next cycle. 

Again, each of the months repeats the 
‘cycle. The first decan of any sign is a 
decan of commencement, the second a 
decan of fruition, the last a decan of 
passivity and completion. 

The rhythm within the decan is perhaps 
the most important of all. Here we find 
the Winter-Spring-Summer-Autumn pat- 
tern brought down to its least common 
denominator, and repeated on a scale of 
days rather than months. The. first two 
and one-half days of each decan are there- 
fore favorable for the commencement of 
any activity. During the middle five days, 


chart therefore becomes apparent. If you 
are starting a new business, commencing

and if you wish the results of your ac-

is in the positive, increasing period of the 
decan (first five days of any decan) or 
in the negative, decreasing period (last 
five days). In more important matters, 
you should choose—as far as circum- 
stances permit—an increasing day, in an 
increasing decan, in an increasing month 
for instituting action. 

If you consciously follow the solar 
wave pattern for even a few weeks, tim- 
ing your actions in accordance with the 
rhythm of the Sun’s radiation, you will 
soon notice that you are accomplishing

half days, “the tide is going out.” What- 
ever is attempted in these last hours is 
unlikely to prove lasting or satisfactory 
—just as seeds planted in the winter are 
apt to be frozen out before they can 
germinate.

: NE of the most fascinating fields 
Se. im the study of astrology is that 
of the eclipse, From the begin- 
ning of time eclipses have been a source 
of wonder and amazement to humanity. 
‘In ancient days the orientals.. looked 
with fear and superstition upon the 
eclipses of the Sun and Moon, believing 
them to be attacks upon the-celestials by 
demons. or dragons, and they attempted 
to frighten the demons away with loud 
noises and menacing actions. In ancient 
Egypt it was the custom of the king, who 
was the earthly representative of the Sun, 
to perform the religious rite of walking 
around the temple walls, thus insuring 
the Sun’s daily journey without further 
interruption. 
Among the American Indians, particu- 


larly the Objeways, a solar eclipse meant ~ 


that the Sun was. being extinguished. 
Their warriors immediately shot fre- 
tipped arrows at it to help rekindle its 
fading, ight. During a. lunar eclipse the 
opposite ceremony was performed ; lighted 
torches were buried in the ground, for it 
was believed that if the light of the Moon 
was extinguished, all fre on Earth would 
be destroyed except that hidden from 
sight. Even today, in our enlightened age, 
there is something awe-inspiring about 
looking into the heavens and seeing a 
planet moving across our life-giving Sun 
and Moon. Man then feels his helplessness 
in the face of immutable nature. 

____ In astrological predictions the effects of 
- an eclipse are usually felt over the period 
of a year. It is an event of supreme im- 
portance in calculating a chart, and one 


that is too often ignored by the modern 


astrologer. Ancient manuscripts bear out 
the importance of an eclipse m a predic: 
tion—from the writings of Berosus of 
Chaldea to those of Ptolemy the Alexan- 
drian you will find references:to eclipses 
and their relative importance. Ancient as- 
trology textbooks stress the effect of a 
solar eclipse, especially if it touches the 


: radical Sun in a chart. Teachers, versed 


in astrological knowledge, went into 


mourning in kingdoms where an eclipse 


fell on the natal Sun of their king or 
monarch, for it was @ wel-known rule 
that this predetermined his fall in power, 
if not his actual demise. Inasmuch as the 
Sun. in its annual course around the 
Zodiac-returns to the saine degree on the 


. same day of any year, am eclipse falling 


on a birthday should be a matter of great 
astrological importance to that native. | 
While an eclipse falling on the Sun of 
a person in high places is an indication 
of his fall from grace, se contrarily an 
eclipse im a vital spot of the chart of an 


unknown can sky-rocket him into fame- 


and fortune., 

A notable example of this is found in 
the horoscope of the Duchess of Windsor. 
On June 19, 1936, there was a total eclipse 
of the Sun falling directly on her radical 
Sun in the 28th degree of Gemini. A rela- 
tively unknown person at that time, she 
was, within a year, the most talked of 
woman in the world. Oddly enough, the 
eclipse also fell within three degrees of 
the radical Sun in the chart of the Duke 
of Windsor. He was King Edward VIH 
at the time of the ech but within a 
year he had abdicated his throne. -

that an eclipse on the natal Sun of a ruler 
indicates a fall or loss of power but 
to an unknown it means a period of rise 
in fortune. We see from this that eclipses 
are not always tragic, but that they do 
foretell a drastic change that will be felt 
over a long period of time. 

Some astrologers claim that if the 
eclipse is not visible at the point where 
you are living, it will not affect your life. 
Scientific investigation does not confirm 
this, however. For instance, the solar 


eclipse of June, 1936, that catapulted the © 


‘Duchess of Windsor into fame was in- 
visible in Washington, D.C., but it marked 


the death year for that prominent colum- 


nist, Arthur Brisbane. The eclipse fell on 
his Uranus trine Saturn in Scorpio, in 
opposition to his radical Sun, and within 
three degrees trine his progressed Sun. 
Brisbane died of a heart attack December 
25th, 1936, while traveling by train from 
Miami, Florida, to Washington, D. C. 


Many other instances could be cited as - 


“to the potency of eclipses even-if they 
do not happen to be visible in the native’s 


vicinity. 
The eclipse of May 29, 1928, occurred 
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two days before the eighty-first birthday 
of Pope Pius XI. He had been a lifetime 
ruler, so his fate could only be interpreted 
in one way; within a year he had passed 
on. ; : 
If you have ‘been studying a chart where 
current events in the nativity do not seem 
to fit into the prevailing aspects, check 
back over the eclipses of the past few 
years and see if there has not been an 
eclipse falling within three degrees of 
some critical point in the radical chart, 
or aspecting a progressed planet. These 
often overlooked eclipses might explain an 
otherwise puzzling situation. 

Study the following list of eclipses of 


the past few years and apply them to the 


charts of your friends or to some prom- 
inent character that they may have af- 
fected: You will find a world of new un- 
derstanding opening up to you. : 

The year of 1945 gave us two solar 
eclipses, one on January 14th, in 23 de- 
grees of Capricorn and one on July 9th 
in 16 degrees of Cancer.

with astrology backin 1931, I have 

thought of it and utilized it as key 
to the understanding of my fellow men. It ` 
seems tome that anybody who, like my- 
seli, gets in contact with a great number 
of different people, has a special need for 
that understanding. I-have learned that 
we must know the peculiarities, tempera- 
ments, qualities and faults of others if 
we want to live, work, and be friends 
with them successfully. 

I used to “type” people by their pro- 
fession, but soon found that this was 
wrong. There are no set characteristics 
for “musicians,” “businessmen,” “entere 
tainers,” “composers,” and so forth. 
People are and remain individuals within 
each occupational group. True, education 
and background are important influences 
on man’s mind; race and nationality on 
man’s looks.

portray the stubborn quality of Taureans 
by beginning and ending. the movement 
with the same theme, to indicate a person 
that “only changes when forced to do so.”

to two Gemini-born men I have known 

and admired for years, both of whom are 
renowned for their versatility in many 
pursuits—Benny Goodman and Paul 

Robeson.

is for his own swing band. Paul Robeson . 


is a man who has become famous not only 
as a great singer, but as actor and world 
- citizen. Both of these outstanding people 
always seem to be doing “two things at 
one time,” and they struck me as perfect 
examples of the “dual personality” char- 
acteristic of Gemini. And so in my music, 
I have used two themes, in discord equal- 
ly balanced. 
The composition on CANCER I have 
_ dedicated to those who like order, peace 
and tranquility. Cancer-born Lena Horne,

The music for LIBRA, the sign of 
those who love beauty and art; was writ- 
ten in a harmonious and melodic mood. 


‘It.is meant to identify one of the great 
American pianists of our time, Art Tatum. 


SCORPIO stands for creativeness, in- 
tensity and passion. Imogene Coca, the 


‘popular comedienne, and Al Lucas, base 
‘player with Duke Ellington, are two of 
‘the artists born under this sign. The music 


is set in a strong and forceful pattern to 
indicate the Scorpio temperament. 
SAGITTARIUS governs those who 
are usually ‘successful, noble and mag- 
nanimous, “the young man who sees vi- 
sions and the old man who dreams 
dreams.” I thought of John Hammond, 
the wealthy impresario who has done so 
much for American musicians and music, 
of Alan Courtney, popular WOV music 
commentator, and Billy Strayhorn, well- 
known arranger and composer, in writing 
about this sign.

My dear lady, planets are never so 
mixed up that one cannot do anything 
about it—some of our happiest and most 
successful people have charts that are 
filled with squares and oppositions. They 
have merely learned how to use construc- 
tively the energy and strength such as- 
pects generate, and you can do likewise 
if you wish. 

True, your chart is not too easy where 
martiage or partnership is concerned 
since Mars, ruling your Ascendant and 
Sun-sign, is adverse to Venus, ruler of 
your Seventh House of marriage and part- 
nership. The Ascendant, in case you are 
unfamiliar with astrological terms, has 


much to do with yourself personally, and 


adverse aspects*between these two rulers 
predispose to inharmony in marriage or 
partnership. At the time of your previous 
marriage this adverse aspect was being 
strongly intensified by a parallel of the 
Progressed Moon to Venus, which brought 
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that planet into prominence with all. it 
indicates it’ the natal chart, Venus, al- 


though in good aspect to’ Mercury, is ad- ` 


verse to Pluto, and as before stated, ad- 
verse to Mars, so that on the whole it 
~ was pretty strongly afflicted. 

Your husband had Venus afflicting your 
adverse Uranus-Neptune-Saturn config- 
uration, and this of course was not con- 
ducive to mutual understanding or har- 
mony. His Saturn also afflicts your Mer- 
cury and his natal Jupiter is adverse to 
your Sun. If any of these planets hap- 


pened to rule his Ascendant (which can: 


only be ascertained through the accurate 
time of birth) or his house of marriage, 
it would make the adverse indications that 
much stronger. 
The man born January 5, 1906, has Sun 
afflicting that Uranus-Neptune-Saturn 
-configuration in your chart, and possibly 
the Moon in his chart is adverse to your 
natal Sun, so it will be well for you to 
think carefully before entering into mar- 
riage with him. Again, much depends on 
the actual time of his birth as to the work- 
ing out of these contacts. But with a 
chart that shows the possibility of your 
choosing the wrong man, it behooves you 


to be extra careful to have as few ad-~

Much also depends on the time of mar- 
riage and you must select a period when 
that adverse Venus-Mars aspect is not be- 
ing accented in any way. You do havé a 
very helpful trine of progressed Sun to 
natal Moon in your chart during the bal- 
ance of 1945 and 1946, and. this should 
help you to get life on a more harmonious 
basis if you use it properly and work with 
it. Remember, in the final analysis it is en- 
tirely up- to you to make the best of your 
stars’ configurations. 

This next letter is far too long to print 
in its entirety. although it is a very inter- 
_ esting one, I will give here briefly its most“ 
important points: 

The date of birth of the daughter is 
July 26, 1923, at 9:20 a.m., 41 North and 


82 West. This girl has suffered many 


accidents. At seven months she was

burned on neck and hand. At nine years 
of age, she injured her left eye, impairing 
the sight but not leaving any very notice- 
able defect. 

She is described as a darling young lady 
loved -by all. At twelve, she changed to 
her stepfather’s name. She fell in love 
with a boy (whose parents disapproved of

his. She quit school and went to his state 
to live.

The mother says they had a great deal 
of trouble over all this and it has never 
been entirely patched up. Later she met 
and married a young man born May 21, 
1921, who is in the Air Corps. One year 
later she had a baby son born July 17, 
1944, who died a few minutes after birth. 
Its head was not properly developed. 

She seldom writes her parents and seems 
to have little desire to see them, and the 
mother wishes to know if she will always 
be like that “hurting us time after time” 
as she puts it, and also if- she will have a 
long and happy life with this man and 
healthy children. The letter comes from 
Mrs. W. E. S. of Baltimore, Md. 

Undoubtedly there are many severe af- 
flictions in this chart, but as so often meh- 
tioned, it is frequently the afflicted charts 
that seem to lead to the greatest success. 
And that may well be the case of this 
young girl. 

Here we find the Sun in Leo conjoined 
with Mars and Mercury, the latter two 


x planets very close to the fixed star Ascella, 


and all squared by Jupiter. Sun rules the 
Twelfth House, Mars the Eighth, and 
Jupiter the Fourth, Uranus in and ruling 


. the Sixth House is close to an opposition 


of the Ascendant and may be closer if 
the exact time were known (this could 
only be known closely enough by rectifica- 
tion and we have not enough facts for 
that process). 

Robson says of Mercury conjoined 
with the North Ascella that it gives power 
and authority after many difficulties, and 


of Mars at the same point that it makes 


one “courageous, just, generous, noble, 
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and gives power and authority.” Of course 
when this is afflicted it also gives trouble 
with the eyesight and this girl did have 
that. : 

The Moon is in the Fourth not far from 


the cusp of the Fifth and is squared by 
the ruler of that house, Saturn. This un- 


doubtedly added its influence in the loss 
of her first-born. Many astrologers also 


say that Sun afflicted by Mars is one in- 


dication of the loss of the first-born. 
Venus in Cancer in the Tenth House 
is Opposing the Moon in the Fourth, and 
Pluto also in the Tenth is square Saturn 
—so it is quite possible that these afflic- 
tions are responsible for the inharmony 
between her and her parents. But Pluto. 
is trined by the benefic Jupiter (ruler of 
the Fourth House) and the Moon in the 
Fourth is sextile Uranus and perhaps 
trine the Ascendant. All of which would 
indicate that harmony might be restored 
if all parties did what they could to re- 
store it. Venus and Moon in the Tenth 
and - Fourth, respectively, and both af- 
flicted by Saturn, suggests that perhaps 
the parents were a bit too strict with the 


-girl or at least not sympathetic enough. 


With her strong Leo stellium including 
the Sun, and Mercury, ruler of her As- 
cendant, she would strongly resent undue 
restraint, and the Moon in Capricorn 
square Saturn would also have a similar 
tendency. Without the charts of the par- 
ents it is difficult to point out the error 
or the possible method of. overcoming it. 
But the hints given may prove of value 
if followed. 

There are a number of harmonious 
contacts between her chart and her hus- 
band’s. One of the best of these is his 
Mercury in good aspect to her Saturn and 
his Saturn friendly to the Moon in her 
chart_which should help her overcome her 
adverse Moon-Saturn contact., : 

His Jupiter and Uranus in good aspect 
to her Jupiter should mitigate the adverse 
configuration of her Jupiter to the Leo 
stellium. Thus we see that his chart has 
good contacts to the two worst configura- 
tions in hers, and that is always a very 
good thing in the charts of married 
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people. Lacking his birth time, we have 
of course no way of knowing just how 
these various contacts will work out, bui 
with so many good aspects there is no 


reason why they should not have a long ~ 


and happy life together.

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‘ACCUMULATING KARMA 


N our last article we- dealt with the 
I manner of overcoming Karma. But 

in order to overcome, one must un- 
derstand. just- what Karma is, and how it 
is. accumulated. This is where the personal 
horoscope becomes a necessary document 
—in determining past and present errors. 
And inasmuch as a combination of these 
two produces the pattern for our future 
lives, it behooves all of us to study our 


cosmic blueprint, in order that we may 


prepare the way for harmony in our re- 
fationships and experiences. 

‘There is a mistaken idea that all Karma 
is bad, and that the term is something 
to dread. If it were not for our mistakes, 
how would we be able to progress at all? 


Some entities return to earth for the ex- - 


press purpose of undergoing certain ex- 
periences that will enable them to ad- 
vance more rapidly. These earth experi- 


ences are indelibly sketched on the soul 


structure, and they come to the surface 
of our consciousness through what is 
called the inner voice of conscience. Then 
again, a soul who has advanced fairly 
-satisfactorily along the spiral of human 
evolution, comes under the jurisdiction of 
the “Great Ones,” those who guide the 
human race to perfection, and if it is 
seen necessary, then more severe earth 
tests are given these souls. The tests, or 
“initiations” are very necessary for those 
selected for leading roles in future incar- 
nations, because inability to control pres- 
ent problems can hardly warrant higher 
consideration in the cosmic scheme. 
From the astrological viewpoint, the 
natal chart merely gives the negations to 
be experienced and overcome. It is the 
negative attitude of the individual that 
actually produces the Karmic responsibil- 
ities, This is why the birth chart is so im- 
portant as a plan of life. It enables man

to control his “stars,” and while it is im- 
possible to avoid meeting the obligations 
already accumulated, it is possible to con- 
dition them in Masmony with the Cosmic 
Law. 

It is because the average individual 
has no knowledge of: the laws governing 
his being that he succumbs to the nega- 
tive vibrations” surrounding him, thus 
producing reactory measures resulting 
in additional Karma. This is nega- 
tive Karma, while self-imposed limita->- 
tions, relating to past negations, can be 
termed positive Karma, for they are a 
voluntary step in the right direction. 

Thus, in order to secure future har- 
mony and happiness. we must commence 
right where we stand at this moment of- 
time, and, in relationship with our per-- 
sonal nativities, direct our thoughts and 
actions in a positive manner. This, how- 
ever, is easier said than done, since it is 
human to slip back.ever so often, es- 
pecially. when -powerful progressed or 
transitory aspects touch off a sensitive 
point in the chart. But the necessary 
amount of will-power and positive affrma-’ 
tions should see us through such periods 
successfully, leaving us perhaps a little 
weak, but much wiser. A well placed Mer- 
cury,.for instance, gives an indication of 
such positive mental application. 

Astrology teaches that there are three 


_ main divisions of the horoscope that deal 


with Karmic accumulations. Let us con- 
sider them. The First House, which rules 
the “self,” covers the present life. The 
Fifth House, ruling “love interests,” cov- 
ers the whole past. And the Ninth House, 
which rules the “religious urges,” covers 
the future. For our purpose, these key- 
words are sufficient. We note that all three 
mansions relate to the trinity of fire signs, 
symbolic of the spirit, or the Divine Spark, 
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commonly called Life, which is immortal. 

Relating these three divisions, or houses, 
to the Twelfth, or Karmic House, we ar- 
rive at the following reasoning. As the 
Twelfth House indicates the immediate 
past, and reveals the sorrows and limita- 
tions destined to be experienced by us in 
the present (First), so does the Fifth 
House indicate the total accumulation of 
Karma accrued since the birth of the 
spirit. Finally, the Ninth House indicates 
future possibilities and. several directions 
of spiritual expression. With the Twelfth, 
the Ninth is the real key to the birth chart. 
The former reveals what one has been, 
and -the latter reveals what one can be- 
come. Each planet, each sign, has both a 
positive and a negative influence. 

So that we may be able to follow this 


reasoning, let us examine the horoscope 


below, which is an average chart and will 
serve merely as test case here. This na- 
tive, whom we shall call Mrs. X, was ob- 
sessed with ‘a “fear,” without knowing of 
what or why. She explained it as,. “just 
a fear of something that may happen, but 
I do not know what could. If I knew, 
it would be easier.” ; 

At first glance we find the chart re- 
vealitig average qualifications. Mrs, X is 
_ a sensitive, generous squl, honest, philo- 
sophic, with strong religious convictions. 
The planets are well distributed, and al- 
though there is no strength from the 
angles, Venus is well placed ; the Cardinal 
‘points of the Cross bear fire and air 
signs, denoting spiritual qualities, and 
ascension through rarefied ethers in in- 
spirational meditation. Venus in the Fifth 
indicates a lovable nature, fond of good 
things, pleasures, and children. As a mat- 


‘ter of fact this native was a children’s — 


nurse until health matters forced her to 
retire. But still there is this “fear.” 

On the cusp of her Twelfth, the sign 
of Sagittarius holds dominion. This sign 
also extends over her Ascendant, which 
means that Karmic accumulations of the 
past have been carried over into this life, 
and similar experiences are to be expected. 
There are two planets in Sagittarius. 
Uranus, posited in the Eleventh, and Sat- 
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urn, posited in the Twelfth. The sign’ 
Sagittarius being the ninth sign of the . 
natural Zodiac,. denotes, among other 
things, interest in religion, travel, horses, | 
prayers and omens. We deduce therefore 
that this native was interested in, or con- 
nected with, these matters in her past. 

Her present life confirms this, for she 
was very fond of horses in her youth, 
and used to ride them. Her Sunday school 
teaching, and her yearning for spiritual 
understanding, were also characteristics - 
of prominence. 

Returning to the Twelfth, we note that 
the tenth degree holds the cusp. This 
places the second decan in power. Aries 
rules this section of Sagittarius, and Aries ~ 
is located on the cusp of the Fourth 
House. Aries rules the head, and the 
Fourth rules the home. With Mars, the. > 
ruler of Aries, in Virgo, we infer that this . 
native liked to rule in the home, and that 
criticism and fault-finding were her chief 
failings. Mars opposing Sun would jn- , 
dicate that she resented opposition from. . 
partner, and imposed her own will in. 
matters pertaining to family and posses- 
sions. Mars is square to Saturn, which 
denotes an intense possessiveness, a de- 
sire to accumulate wealth not only in real 
estate, stocks, bonds, but also in the col- 
lection of such things as bric-a-brae and 
souvenirs. Mars trined by Venus from 
Taurus symbolizes the love of these things, 


and the further trine of Mercury to Venus 


indicates thoughts and will-power di- 


‘rected towards their possession. 

All this points towards the assumption 
_ that she was a dealer and collector in her 

past life. Sagittarius on the cusp of the 
Twelfth, and Jupiter ruling in a positive 
sign would suggest that she was in a male 
body in that life. The opposition of 
Jupiter to Saturn in the Twelfth confirms 
the findings deduced from the above re- 
lationships. Jupiter, the planet of wealth 
and increase, is ati expansive, extravagant 
ray. An opposition forms a partnership, 
or union aspect, ‘and as Saturn rules 
properties and antiques, it reveals here 
a strong desire (Gemini—mind) to ac- 
cumulate (Jupiter) wealth, through col- 
lecting all forms of valuable items (Sat- 
urn), both distant (Mars in Ninth square 
Saturn), and domestic (Aries on Hoes 
Mars ruler). 

- Thus we see both sides of the aa 
acter, The key-word for this expression 
of SELF is GREED. The former key, 
found by the Mars-Aries position: is 
CRITICAL. And yet apart from these 
expressions of SELF, there was a gen- 
` erous and loving impulse. Psychologically 


this too was based on the “possessiveness” - 


complex. Her children, aS part of her 
possessions, were given everything they 
wanted so that they could display the 
wealth of the family outwardly, which, 


again, gave the desired satisfaction tothe 


EGO (Venus in Fifth). 
The whole past then as illustrated by 
Venus in Taurus on the Fifth, shows an 


individual who has enjoyed the good 


things of life and has devoted her earth 
‘cycles to that end. Thus, the LOVE OF 
MATERIAL POSSESSIONS becomes 
an obsession, which establishes a nega- 
tive accumulative Karmic pattern. The 
obsession becomes a FEAR. Fear of los- 
ing what has been gained; fear that it 
may be taken away; fear that ill health 
may prevent further accumulations. And 
this, in turn, becomes a grasping, greedy 
complex. 

A final examination of the chart con- 
firms this assumption. Saturn rules the 
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Twelfth House, by right of possession. 
Tt is conjunct the Ascendant, Capricorn, 
intercepted in the First, indicates testric- 
tions of Saturn accumulations, 

Mercury in Capricorn shows that the 
mind is still subconsciously seeking its 
former outlets. The present “fear” is 
therefore produced from the subcon- 
scious, as the mind seeks recognition of 
that which it has lost. As the conscious 
mind cannot recapitulate the associations 
of the past, it turns inward. The soul re- 
members, and strives to release its knowl- 
edge. Hence the struggle between the two 
becomes locked within the soul structure. 
Its reflex action produces the “Fear of 
the Unknown.” Saturn trine to Moon re- 
leases emotional outbursts based on this 
inner fear. Eventually the health was af- 
fected, and finally a release brought about 
through. transition, when Saturn, her 
Karmic planet, entered Cancer, and her 
Eighth House, 

After Mrs. X had read her analysis, 
she remarked, “You know, it’s a funny 
thing, but ever since I was a child I have 
striven to establish an estate for my old 
= I was always afraid that I would not 

be able.to accomplish that. Now I can 
see why.” And, incidentally, this lady had 
her house filled with ornaments, curios 
and knick-knacks. She was critical with 
her husband and children, although very 
fond of people generally. 


From the method of analyzing the — 


house connected with Karmic accumula- 
tions, a very enlightening and instructive 
pattern is revealed. The next incarnation 
is indicated by the Ninth House, for this 
then becomes the “Present.” Thus do we 
reap what we have sown. In the case of 
the nativity just studied, Virgo, with 
Mars therein, becomes the Ascendant,

T ENTION gongs to most people 
: ; and they immediately think of 


those pretty little brass dinner 
gongs that- come in teak stands and are 
found on buffet tables. But these are not 
the subject of this article. The gongs re- 
ferred to-here are the beautiful, resonant, 
deep-toned temple gongs made in the Far 
East. 

Just as the American Indians and Afri- 
can natives have a language of their drums 
with which they can communicate from 
one tribe to another, so, too, do “the 
Brothers” in the Temples communicate 
with each other through the language of 
their gongs. 

Gong making is a.sacred art and part 
of a religious training in certain parts of 
India, Tibet, Egypt and China, and there 
are all kinds, shapes, and sizes of them. 

To the Oriental, color, tone, vibration 
and rhythm mean a great deal. We of 
the West are only just beginning to learn 
‘something of color and music therapy. We 

_ are only on the fringe of knowledge that 
the “Wise Men” of the East have known 
and practiced for centuries. The day is 
past for us to laugh at things we do not 
understand. Our education has been sore- 
ly neglected in more ways than one; one, 
im particular—respect for another man’s 
customs and religion. We are so long on 
knowledge and so short on wisdom. 

Gongs are made and used, not only 
for healing human ailments but the ail- 
ments of the Earth and Nature.

damage and injury done to Mother Earth 

by so matly thousands—millions of tons 

of dynamite and ammunition that has been | 
dropped on her. In the underground 

temples where the ceremonies of the gongs: 
take place, the healing ripples of music 

and sound permeate the mortally wounded 

Earth, helping to hold it together and to 

avert cataclysm and disaster. 

The White Brotherhood believes that,

Gongs are made_of brass, copper or 
bronze, and it takes days, weeks and some- 
times. months to create them. The priest 
puts his very heart and soul into his art; 
he pours love into every hammer-beat. 
This love vibration comes out in its reso- 
nant tones. Everything about a gong is 
blessed: the metals, the oils and the tools 
used. At twenty-one years of age, the 
young” man is initiated into the temple. 
He takes the gong into which he has im- 


parted his own. tone—the note of the hu- . 


man. voice—along. 


_ Many of the temple gongs are made- 
under the vibration of the stars and itre 


corporate the.tone and color of a particular 
planet. They are called “Bowl of Heaven” 
gongs, because they sing the music of the

: AROT CARDS, astrology and 
numerology all may be, and com- 


monly are, used for the purpose 


` of divination. But we should not lose sight 


of the fact that all three may be used 
for another highly useful purpose. 
First it should be pointed out that di- 
vination depends upon the ability of the 
soul to gain information through its inner- 
plane activities and to impress that in- 


_ formation on objective consciousness in 


a recognizable form. Due to the fact that 
velocity of the inner plane is greater than 
that of light, where time stands still and 
objects lose all their length, the soul 
functioning on the inner plane can readily 
acquire information, including the past, 
present and future that is inaccessible to 
reason arid the physical senses. It is this 
ability that gives divination in any of its 
forms its value. 

But there is another factor of inner- 
plane existence which is of great impor- 
tance, not so much relative to divination 
as relative to the welfare of the individual. 
It is the impact of inner-plane energies 
upon man’s astral body. 

If we increase the temperature of a 
room sufficiently, for instance, those in 
it will begin to think about opening the 
doors and windows, or about discarding 
some of their clothing. If a man is strong- 
ly addicted to alcohol, he becomes abnor- 
mal both in thought and action. Ii a man 
is thrown into deep water, he thinks of 
swimming. Place him on a horse, and 
he thinks of riding. And any number of 
other instances can be cited to illustrate 
that man’s thoughts and actions are great- 
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ly influenced by his environment. 

Yet the physical is but a small part of 
his total environment. Quite as important, 
in influencing his thoughts and actions, 
are his astral surroundings. Astral ener- 
gies impinge upon his finer body from 
three different sources. These cause 
changes’ in his astral form, and these 
changes are fegistered as sensations by the 
soul, which is commonly termed as the 
unconscious mind. 

Because the astral body has certain sen- 
sations, the unconscious mind has certain - 
thoughts; just as when the physical body, 
as mentioned before, registers certain sen- 


` sations, there are appropriate objective 


thoughts. Yet psychologists have con- 
clusively proved that most of man’s think- 
ing is done below the threshold of objec- 
tive consciousness, in the unconscious 
mind. They have demonstrated that a ma- 
jority of man’s actions and decisions, in- ` 
stead of being determined by pure objec- 
tive reason, rise into his objective con- 
sciousness as thoughts, impulses and in- 
clinations, from the region of his uncon- 
scious, And thus it is that man’s thoughts, 
as well as his actions, are so largely modi- 
fied by his astral environment. 

The inner-plane energies which thus in- 
fluence all people belong to three different 
categories. They embrace those streams 
of energy that flow from the planets, the 
thoughts of others as well as his own, 
and the character vibrations radiated by 
all objects. These three types of inner- 
plane energies have much in common, 
and all impinge upon man’s astral body 
and influence his thoughts, his behavior, 
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and the events which are attracted sinitothis 
life. 

Even as man’s physical body is com- 
posed of cells of protoplasm and their 
secretions, so is man’s finer, or.astral body, 
composed-of thought-cells.

during thisiperiod dueitoenergiesito which 
it sesponds. ` 

jJust as the physical. cells of “his ma- 
terial body know ‘how to-do certain things, 
and respond readily ito jvitamins and 
secretions from the endocrine glands, so 
the thought-cells of man’s finer body know 
how to attract events corresponding to 
their nature into his life. And when ‘they 
gain more*energy of the particular -kind 
to which they respond, they are able, 
working from the inner plane, to bring 
events suchas they desire more strongly 
into:the life. 

Scientific astrology charts the groups:of 
thought-cells, and it indicates when.a-cer- 
tain group will ;gain enough additional 
energy that it can -bring an -vent côr- 
responding to its nature into the life.

The Arabian Nighis contain many de- 
scriptions of the ancient custom of using 
henna to stain the palms of the hands and 
soles of the feet of the feminine partici- 
pants in ritualistic observances—ivom the 
celebration of a wedding to a temple fes- 
tival. From time immemorial oils have 


been used to care for hair and skin, The 


perfume of flowers has been captured to 
form the attars that are the bases of the 


finest floral scents. Rouge boxes and per- 


fume jars have been found in the most 
ancient ruins in Egypt and the near East. 
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Wall paintings in Egypt picturing the 
time of Ikhnaton show the merry-makeřs 


at festivals wearing peculiar looking cones. 
on their heads. According to archeologists, _ 


they were lumps of perfumed fat which 
melted in the heat and lent the hair a 
pleasant odor, 

Incense, too, has been used through the 
ages, both as part of religious rituals and 
to purify the air in indoor places where 


‘throngs of people gathered in the heat. 


Fresh flowers and fragrant herbs have 
served throughout history not only to 
freshen the air in places ef worship but 
also to please the aesthetic taste of the 
monarch or the god to whom the populace 
paid homage. 

Now many of the bewildering array oi 
cosmetics offered on the market today are 
products of the chemist’s laboratory. Even 
some of the floral perfumes and essential 
oils are synthetic. But there is a charm 
and effectiveness in the use of natural

mot lose entirely, particularly since the 
means for preparing them are easily 
enough obtainable. 


Moon Herb 


Anyone can grate a cucumber and strain 


the juice through a cloth. Add one forth 


of a teaspoonful of powdered borax to a 
cup of juice to keep at. If bottled and kept 
very cold it will last several days. Cucum- 
ber juice is an effective astringent and, as 
a Moon herb, whitens the skin if used 
consistently, Some commercial prepara- 
tions make use of cucumber juice in 
creams and lotions, and a good product 
of this sort is very beneficial for dull, 
discolored skin. 
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Sun Herbs 


The Suti, ruling Leo, is Sextile by sign 
to the natural places of Venus in Taurus 
and Libra, which explains why Sun herbs 
play so large a part in the beautifying of 
the human body. 

We are all familiar with bay rum and 
its tonic and refreshing effect on skin and 
scalp. Bay is an herb of the Sun,.as are 
most of the plants used for salves, lotions, 
and washes. 

In medieval Europe an integral part of 
the life in a house of any importance was 
the stillroom mentioned before where 
herbs were cleansed and dried. Some were 
distilled in crude but effective stills that 


‘isolated the essential oils of bay, mint and 


other plants, where concentrated essence 
was needed. The bay oil was mixed with 
alcohol and floral perfumes which then 
made bay rum. This method reached the 
Eastern shores of North America through 
the herbal and stillroom books that the 
colonial settlers brought with them. These 
books contained countless recipes for the 
preparation of teas, remedies and cos- 
metics. > 

One of their most popular skin beauti- 
fiers was the “Rosemary Bath Bag” which 
can be made by mixing 


i Ib. fine oat week or uncooked rolled oats 
4⁄4 1b. almond meal’ ` 
4 Ib. dried rosemary leaves 

z% lb. finely shaved: soap 

1 oz. powdered borax. 


A small handful is placed in a bag made 
of muslin or toweling. The bag is then 
‘applied as a wash cloth to scrub the skin. 
The film of oat. starch and rosemary 
should not be rinsed off right away but 
patted gently into the skin and allowed 
to dry on for a while. 

The Sun herb rosemary can also be 
made into a tea by steeping 34 oz. ina 
pint of boiling water for 15 minutes, and 
used as a hair rinse for its beneficial ef- 
fect on scalp and hair when no change 


of color is desired. For a vinegar rinse, 


add 1. oz. of- rosemary to 1 pint of wine 
vinegar. Steep one month. Another Sua 
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herb, chamomile, brings out the gold in 
blorid hair, if added (34 0z.) to one pint 


of boiling water for a final rinse after a 


shampoo. The use of henna is too well 
known to need discussion here. 

One of the stock remedies of the six- 
teenth century physicians was calendula 
salve, which is made by straining and 


‘heating pot marigold petals in one pound 


of fat until their essence has been entirely 
absorbed. It was, and still is, known to 
be one of the most effective ungents ever 
used, and is on sale in most good drug- 
stores. _ : 
The resin Storax which also falls under 
the rulership of the Sun and furnishes 
us with preparations for the skin, should 
be mentioned here. Storax salve can be had 
at the drugstore under the name of 
Storaxol. The tincture of Benzoin (plain) 
frequently used in beauty preparations, 
likewise serves as a simple and very good 
astringent if mixed with cold water (5 
drops to a fourth of a cup) and patted 
into the skin after cleansing. Try it after 
the Rosemary Bath Bag face wash, 


Potpourris 


Of the perfume herbs, those under 
Verius and the Moon give us the. sweet 
feminine odors of rose, violet, lily, iris 
and the like. Those under Mars and the 
Sun are pungent and arousing, as are 
geranium, narcissus, heliotrope, bay and 
magnolia. Mercury herbs are aromatic, 
heady and stimulating like lavender or 
lily of the valley. The plants assigned to’ 
the more ponderous planets have little 
perfume unless an aspect confers it, as 
in the case of some of the sweet smelling 
grasses in the Saturn plant group. Verti- 
vert, for instance, possesses character- 
istics that show a definite Mars influence. 

One of the most popular ways of cap- 
turing and blending scents of flowers and 
herbs in the days of Queen Elizabeth of 
England was to make “sweet jars” or “pot- 
pourris.” Flowers and fragrant herbs were 
dried and mixed with spices to preserve 
and “fix” the perfume. The potpourri was

— The Line of Intuition and The Line of Mars —

- The Line of Intuition 


WV HE line of Intuition appears as 
a kind of semi-circle joining the 


Mounts of Mars, Luna, and Mer- 
cury together, It is also known as the line 
of Mercury, because it ends on the Mount 
of Mercury, which is the Mount under 
the little finger. 

The name, line of Intuition, is derived 
from the fact that the line contacts and 


receives the attributes of three mounts on | 


its course—it tunes in on these several 


“stations” so to’speak: Luna is the seat . 


of imagination, Mars of thrust and parry, 
and Mercury of logic, cleverness, poise, 
love of science, powers of controversy 
and eloquetice. 


Whether the line of Intuition portends ` 


good or evil depends largely upon the con- 


sistency of the hand and the stability of- 


the Heart and Head lines. If the hand 
has a firm consistency and the Heart and 
Head lines are clear-cut, and follow a nor- 
mal direction, we can reasonably expect 
the line of Intuition to aid the owner to 
fulfill its constructive qualities. 

A strong Intuition line accompanied 
by sustaining reliable signs can bestow 
on its possessor the sensitive and spiritual 
discernment it conveys from the mounts 
ït touches. 

It indicates intense imagination and a 
mind that will listen to the “inner voice.” 
It is a symbol signifying a conscious as 
well as unconscious willingness to wait for 
this voice’s inspiration. The creative genius 
knows intuitively how to play a musical

instrument, how to draw, or how to-trans- 
late his thoughts and feelings into words. 
The intuitive person receives messages of 
warning before disasters and performs 
heroic acts without.conscious efforts of 
will-power. He surmounts stress and ob- 
stacles, and thereby lives a life of serenity 
and spiritual understanding. 

In general the line of Intuition indi- 
cates that the subject has a keen in- 
sight into the character of his fellow- 
man, and an uncanny foresight. He will 
know or “feel” that certain events are 
going to take place before they actually 
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come to pass, without being aware of the 


-origin of his premonitions. 


If the hand is soft (weak consistency), 
and the line of Intuition is broken, marred, 
spotted or twisted, and accompanied by a 
weak Heart line or Head line, we cannot 
expect the line to bring the subject fa- 


_vorable results. A weak Heart line would 


have a tendency to make its owner a 
sentimentalist, spending his days follow- 
ing visions and warnings in fantastic pur- 
suit. A weak Head line would cause its 
possessor to twist his hunches into cheap 
practices of forecasting events and in- 
fluencing the credulous. 

The line of Intuition is often found on 
the Psychic, Philosophic or Conic types 
of hands. It is also found on a hand show- 
ang a thick percussion on its outer side, 
in the region of Luna and Upper Mars.

A. When the line of Intuition starts 


from the Mount of Mars, an abundance 
of aggression is shown; the subject will

E. If a star appears at the end of the 
line of Intuition on the Mount of Mer- 
cury, the subject has marked powers of 
mediumship.

Twelfth House, he could, without

Self- 
pity and self-undoing are brothers: the 
drunkard often drinks because he is feel- 
ing sorry for himself; the drug addict 
exchanges the real world as he knows it 
in the Sixth House for the unreal world 
of Neptune in the Twelfth, and thus he 
unfits himself to take his place in the 
world of everyday affairs. 

In the life of every teacher, every priest, 
every pastor of a flock, a strong Twelfth 
House is a most salient feature. In a po- 
sition where he must be subject to the 
glare of pilblicity, and meet the criticism 
of those who demand that he live the high 
ideals he teaches, the Twelfth House is 
the point in which he maintains his hu- 
manness, since as a man he is not divine 
and can never reach the ideals he must 
uphold. This house is then his “city of 
refuge,” the holy ground whereon he 
‘meets his conscience and his. God. 

Do not try to pry into the Twelfth 
‘House of your friend. It is his cell of 
sweet seclusion, with space only for his 
own soul, and every man has a right to 
his own secrets and his own solitude. 

We do not generally turn to this house 
to look for sweetness and light. Yet here 
we find elements which contribute to tal- 
ent and genius in the creative arts. These 
elements, of course, are covered unless 
definitely brought out; they rarely emerge 
into expression spontaneously. 

In applying the brief analyses below to 
actual charts, the student must bear in 
mind that the signs and planets found in 
the -Twelfth House should never be 
interpreted alone, for like all other regions 
of the star map, they are subject to vibra- 
tions and influences from all the other 
signs and houses, whether those signs and 
houses are occupied or empty.. 


The ruler of the First House in the 
` Twelfth: Struggle against intangible 
forces throughout the life. Many secrets. 


Ruler of the Second in the Twelfth: 
Wealth possibly on a stock ranch or 
through cattle. Possessions held hazard- 
ously. Silent backing. 

Ruler of the Third in the Twelfth: 
Possible atrest and other misfortunes 
when on short journeys. Scandal from 


. libel and misrepresentation. 


Ruler of the Fourth in the Twelfth: 
Cheating in mining ventures. Fraud in 
real estate matters. Secrets with refer- 
ence to ancestry.

Secret or misunderstood enmity between 
parents and children. Victim or per- 
petrator of chicanery in gambling or 
speculation. 

Ruler of the Sixth in the Twelfth:

Ruler of the Seventh in the Twelfth: 
Unhappiness in marriage through secret 
reasons, or through scandal. Quarrels 
with partners through vague misunder- 
standings. Loss through lawsuits. 

Ruler of the Eighth the Twelfth: If 


: imprisoned, death before release. Fear of 


death in enclosed places. 

Ruler of the Ninth in the Twelfth: 
Secret study of religious philosophy, with 
possible secret rejection of all religious 
belief. Fraud through foreigners and 
when on long journeys. 

Ruler of the Tenth in the Twelfth: 


Danger of imprisonment, or ruin of pro- 


fessional reputation. . 

Ruler of the Eleventh in the Twelfth: 
Fraud and deceit between self and friends. 
Anguish through disappointment in hopes 
and wishes. Disgrace through ay, in 
organizations. 

Ruler of the Twelfth in the Twelfth: 
Powerful enemies, who will deceive, frus- 
trate, or possibly imprison native on false 
charges. 

Aries on the Twelfth cusp: Native takes 
the initiative in creating enmity toward 
himself. If not afflicted, will work out his 
own salvation. 

Taurus on the Twelfth cusp: Self-

MUCH OF GENIUS 
Versus 


A LITTLE OF INSANITY 


by Robert DeLuce

GREAT deal of very good astro- 
logical material has already been 
= published upon genius vs. insan- 
ity, much of it treating the field not only 
competently, but also exhaustively. How- 
ever, since the activities of either the 
genius or the demented person seem to 
exert a disproportionate fascination for 
the average individual—possibly due to 
the refreshingly unmonotonous quality of 
their activities—a few remarks culled 
from the author’s observations are ven- 
tured. The subject may also be of interest 
to those of us who have had dccasion at 
times to possibly ruminate casually upon 
which of the two classes we ourselves 
might fall into. 


First of all, let. it be said the astro- ` 


logical chart itself cannot tip one off as 
to whether its possessor is to get his name 
into Whos Who, or pursue intricate 
games involving feathers and molasses- 
coated finger tips. Squares and oppositions 
beyond the ordinary in number will be 
found in the horoscopes of candidates for 
either distinction. For the person pos- 
sessed of trines and sextiles is bound to 
find this more or less the best of all pos- 
sible worlds and to therefore lead a calm, 
contented life, usually with a minimum of 
effort exerted. In fact, a horoscope with 
plenty of benefic aspects, or strongly 
placed benefic planets, will frequently 
produce a character, who, contrary to or- 
thedox belief, may not put himself out 
the least bit to become wealthy, famous 
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and renowned; but it will assuredly pro- 
duce one who feels himself as unharried, 
as contented with his position, as well- © 
supplied and cared-for, and as happy, if 
not more so, in what he does possess by 
way of material means or position, as does 
the so-called successful man. 

Many squares or oppositions on the 
other hand produce considerable strain 
and stress in the character, and a convic- 


tion that matters as they stand are not 


beatifically satisfactory, and this drives 
the owner of such a horoscope to the com- 
pulsion to do something about the situa- 
tion. Either he actually changes the con- 
ditions touching himself to greater con- 
formity to his ideal, or, lacking the 
strength to achieve this, he changes him- 
self so that exterior conditions appear 
more reasonably bearable to him— in 
which latter case however he eventually 
encounters the obstacle of the straitjacket. 
Some orthodox astrologers have stated 
that more than four strong adverse as- 
pects make one a candidate for the booby- 
hatch, For the comfort of those who find 
from a hurried count that their own charts 
yield five such aspects, or even, heaven 
forbid, more, let it be said emphatically 
that there is no difference between genius | 
and insanity — astrologically speaking — 
and none in actual practice of either pro- 
fessions except this: in the case of the 
genius the individual is in control of the 
strong forces present in his chart, whilst 
in the case of the insane person those 
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forces are in control of him. The choice 
lies entirely with the individual, though 
it is not quite so simple as choosing a red 
apple instead of one that is yellow. When- 
ever a chart is found indicating by the 
` preponderance of squares and oppositions 
that here is a strongly individual, original 


and active character, its owner should - 


early learn to become wise through a 
sound estimation of life’s values, and to 
become strong through the exercise of 
stamina in consistently serving the ends 
-that wisdom recommends to him. 

However, there is plenty of genius in 
the world that is not spelled with a capital 
G, and plenty that actually rates high in 
accomplishment though it may never make 
the headlines. As a matter of fact, one may 
say that every individual on the face of 
the earth is a genius, inasmuch as it is 
true that each one of us has the talent 
to fit into one particular niche in life more 
perfectly, more efficiently and more har- 
moniously than any other individual. 

But beyond this genius there is a more 
pronounced variety, which may still not 
“set the world on fire, but which is well 
worth cultivating. Personal observation 
~ has convinced me that this type of genius 
is indicated by the 72° angle between any 
two planets—allowing an orb of some 
“two degrees on either side. In general it 
does not seem advisable to attempt to read 
the minor aspects, considering that in most 
cases the astrological picture becomes suf- 
ficiently involved with a synthesis of the 
major aspects. And further, since we as- 
trologers are not yet in possession of all 
that is to be known concerning the major 
aspects, it would appear better to master 
these before confusing the issues by taking 
up the’minor ones. 


However, since this 72° angle, that is, 
£ 


the quintile, appears to have a very par- 
ticular and well-defined effect, it has 
seemed worth-while to bring it to the at- 
tention of my colleagues to see what fur- 
ther substantiation they may find in their 
own practice, 

In applying this theory to any horo- 
scope it will be found that those quintiles 
involving Mercury, or Moon, or Sun, will 


+ 
produce: the most obvious effects. This is 
because Mercury is primarily the planet 
of expression—much more than the planet 
of intellect per se—with the result that 
whatever intelligence the individual has, he 
gets credit for because of his fluency in 
expressing it to the world at large. The 
Moon partakes of this same quality, 


though not to quite the same extent. 


Quintiles involving the Sun are easily 
spotted because the vitality of the Sun 
results in positive action and implement- 
ing of the genius, which, in such case, pro- 
duces the actual quality of originality. 
Quintiles to the angles of the horoscope 
are not considered since angles are but 
locations, not bodies radiating their own 
peculiar forces, e 

As to further delineation of such quin- 
tiles, it is merely necessary to keep in mind 
the basic qualities of each planet: 

Thus, Neptune would concern itself 
with the aesthetic, most obviously in the 
fine arts, or even in metaphysical pursuits ; 
also with concepts of vast magnitude, often 
deemed impractical solely because so far 
in advance of their time. 

Uranus stands for extreme originality, 
particularly, in scientific and manual proc- 
esses associated with invention; also re- 
belliousness against stereotyped conven- 
tionality of the social scheme. 

Jupiter, the benefic, is benevolent to 
its possessor in that he attains respect- 
ability and high places without ever hav- 
ing to stoop to hard or demeaning labor. 
Therefore, Jupiter would produce a genius 
for the attainment of plushy positions, es- 
pecially such as are associated with Ninth 
House pursuits. 

Mars, being primarily an intensely prac- 
tical-planet, but on a less intellectual and 
more materialized plane than Saturn, and 
enjoying physical activity for its own sake, 
would be more likely to give genius for 
‘some practical skill, such as mechanics, 
or for leadership in civil or military af- 
fairs, the former largely becatiise Mars is 
actually conservative in that he represents 
the middle-of-the-road man of our pres- 
ent civilization.

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Astro-Aid 
For The Nerves 


by A. J. Haworth 


HAT makes people nervous? 
What causes neurosis which of- 


ten leads to strokes, infantile’ 


paralysis and mental disorders? And what 

can be done to prevent these- conditions 

and get at the root of the trouble? These 
are probably the most prominent health 
problems of the day. While I have no 

“cure-all” system or final answers, many 

years in this field have convinced me that 

Astro-diagnosis and natural therapy are 

coming more and more inte their own. 

Generally speaking, the nervous system 
is divided into two divisions—the volun- 
tary (that under our conscious control) 
and the involuntary, which acts without 
our conscious direction. The voluntary 
muscular activity of the limbs, back, ete., 
respond to the voluntary nerves while the 
organic and chemical functions come more 
directly under control of the involuntary 
system. Of course, both divisions are 
correlated and work together. ~— 

_ At is not necessary here to dwell on the 
names, origins and functions of all these 
nerves in order to get an over-all pic- 
ture of what happens in nerve pathology 
and what can be done to help. But the 
three main nerve trunks should be men- 
tioned and described to clarify the ideas 

- herewith submitted. ; 

The pneumogastric nerve arises under 
the main brain and feeds the head, heart 
and lungs. The sciatic nerve arises at the 
end of the spine and feeds the legs. The 
cervical nerve takes care of the upper 
extremities and the trunk. Each of these 
three nerves have numerous branches and 
together they. ramify the entire body. The 
cervical nerve, for instance, has ten di- 
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visions, all arising in the spinal cord. 
The nerve sheath is ruled by Neptune 
and the nerve force by Uranus, tke 
muscles by Mars, the bones by Saturn, 
and the spinal cord by the Sun and Nep- 
tune. This gives us a rough astrological 


picture of the anatomy that ties in with 
_ the nerve structure. 


In any case of nervous disorder, the 
nerve supply, being cut off from an area, 
comes in spasmodic impulses. If an acid 
muscle gets: flabby and is overcome by 


its healthier partner, the bone structure 


which the pair of muscles are supporting, 
will become twisted, and cut off nerve 
supply to an organ or some tissue, thus 
causing the paralyzing effect of the flesh. 
Why does a muscle get out of tone and 
lose its elasticity? Because we violate the 
laws of eating naturally and intelligently. 
We let our sense of taste decide what we 
eat, without regard to results. But our 
body is a result of our eating. Treat it 
as you would your own car—feed it prop- 
erly and keep it clean, inside and out. 
But to get down to the more specific 
business of treating nervous disorders, 
let’s first see what indicates them in the 
horoscope. Two people living on the same 
diet, doing the same work and coming 


from the same parents may develop ex- - 


tirely different types of pathology, or one 
may be subject to nerve trouble and the 
other may not. This is of course a karmic 
condition, generated in past lives and 
forcing the ego under certain chemical 
and stellar influences—which is generally 
termed as “hereditary.” 

When we find a serious nerve condition 
that results in infantile paralysis, we must 
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assume that the ductless glands of the 
mother were not functionings properly 
during gestation. This is the period when 
- the hormones from the mother’s pituitary 
gland, ruled by Uranus, supply the thymus 
¡gland of the foetus with the material for 
aarne its blood through birth 
until puberty. Then the pituitary body of 
the child takes over the work of the 
thymus, which atrophies almost entirely. 

This is the reason why so many anemic 
and nervous childrer become better after 
puberty and “outgrow” the infantile dis- 
eases and other afflictions. It is truly a 
pity that parents know so little about as- 
trology. Someone said ignorance is the 
only crime and applied knowledge the only 
remedy, 

Of course there are other pathological 
trends that are carried past puberty 
and throughout life. Sometimes the in- 


clination. to poliomyelitis is. carried to- 


middle or old age and magifests itself 
itt the form of a stroke or a minor 
paralysis. 

During 1944, 19,000 cases of infantile 
paralysis were reported, excluding those 
of a minor nature. Nervous disease includ- 
ing insanity is on the increase in adult 
ranks, partly aggravated by the mentaland 
physical strain of the war years. 

Here is the simple method used by 
Sister Kenny in the sanatorium at Min- 
neapolis, which has proved most success- 
ful. It is the application of hot, wet, wool 
packs to the areas or joints affected. The 
astrological picture is this: Neptune has 
shrunken the nerve covering, pinching off 
supply. Uranus adverse has cut down the 
supply or allowed it to flow erratically. 
The muscles get out of balance, and a 
weak Saturn lets the bones become awry, 
twisting the limbs and spine; and where 
the pneumogastric nerve, ruled by Saturn, 
is involved, the lungs lose motor power. 
Uranus in Leo adverse is the most prom- 
inent indication of poliomyelitis. In such 
cases a diet of citrous fruits and green 
vegetables, especially lettuce, onions and 
celery is in order. 

: A lot of people have inflammations of 
the involuntary nerves, or neuritis, which 
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causes much discomfort. The above men- - 
tioned treatment is as good as anything 
the author has knowledge of. Wring a 
wool blanket almost dry from hot water 
and apply to affected parts ten minutes 
at a time, three times a day or more often 
if necessary, and do not forget to go on 
a vegetarian diet. Avoid white flour or 
white sugar products and use-only very 
little, if any, table salt. 

For nervousness taking the form of 
restlessness or mental tangles, this same 
diet is the best start for amore equitable 
nerve condition. Vitamins B, F, C and A 
in the purest form possible should be sup- 
plemented to the diet, along with lots of 
potassium in the natural state. 

Nerve force is really nothing more than. 
force from the Sun and the ethers, which 
enters the body through food. The latter 
must, of course, be adjusted to the con- 
stitution of the body it enters before it 
can be utilized. Without it no life could 
exist in the human anatomy. The nerve 
force causés the blood to flow by giving 
impulse to the heart-blood, which again 
feeds the body tissue and the various or- 
gans for their chemical duties. The muscle 
tissue must have food as well as nerve 
impulse in order to move a joint. 

Thus we see the basis of life and health 
in the human body is dependent primarily 
on nerve force. When nerve trunks are 
pathological or blocked, the blood and 
lymph congest, and trouble begins as the 
poisons of the body pile up in this area, 
causing pain, swellings or inflammations. 
But when the nerve force is released, and 
the blood purified, the condition clears. 
. In the case of a common headache or 
a fluttery heart, for instance, I have found 
that stimulus of the pneumogastric nerve 
will give almost instant relief. Hot wet 
wool packs around the neck and massage 
of the neck vertebra will generally break 
up this “log jam” and do more good than 
a nerve-deadening aspirin.
